On Traditional YuleScene 


Candles have cast a glow 
over Christmas festivities for 
centuries 

One of the very earliest of 
legends tells of the Christ 
Child wandering the streets of 
the world in search of shelter 
on Christmas Eve, Lighted 
candles are placed in windows 
to welcome Him 

From Germany comes a sim- 
ilar belief that the Virgin Mary 
and a host of angels pass over 
the countryside each Christ- 
mas Eve, Candles are put in 
the windows of German homes 
as an invitation and guide to 
the food that is traditionally 
left for them 

Many of the Christmas tru- 
ditions that have sprung up 
around the use of candles had 
their origin in pagan rites, 

The pagan Yule, nearly co- 
inciding with today's date for 
Christmas, was accompanied 
by the burning of a giant log 


during the twelve days in 
which it was thought that the 
sun stood still. From this 


stems Yule log tradition. 

In medieval Europe the cus- 
tom arose of also lighting a 
giant Christmas candle that 
would burn brightly till 
Twelfth Night, 


During their Saturnalia Ro- 


mans fastened candles to trees 
to dispel the darkness, thus 
indicating the sun's return 

There is an old story that 
Martin Luther brought a fir 
tree into the nursery one 
Christmas Eve for his wife and 
children, To show them the 
plory of the night when Christ 
was born, he decorated the 
tree with lighted candles, rep- 
resenting stars. 

Today, electric lights have 
taken the place of candles on 
Christmas trees, but candles 
still burn brightly in churches 
and homes throughout the 
world. 


One of the most impressiv 
holiday uses of candles is in 
the candlelight carol and com- 
munion services held in many 
churches at Christmas time 

Appropriately enough, one 
of the loveliest of candlelight 
ceremonies takes place each 
year in the Central Moravian 
church at Bethlehem, Pa

The Roman emperor Hadri- 
an, who ruled from 117 to 138 
A.D., sought to halt the fast 
spread of Christianity, and he 
had the cave converted to a 
grotto for the worship of the 
pagan god Apollo, The very 
fact that the cave was marked, 
though for pagan purposes, 
helped to preserve knowledge 
of the site of the Nativity 

Later a silver star was set in 
the stone floor of the cave, and

MERRY CHRISTMAS 


Yule Cards 
Create New 
U.S. Industry 


A new industry was born 
when the first regularly pub 
lished American Christmas 
cards were introduced in 1875 
by Louis Prang, the grand- 
father of all American greet- 
ing cards, 


Thirty-two years earlier, 
John Caleott Horsley, R. A., 
painter and illustrator de- 


signed the first known Christ- 
mas cards for his friend Sir 
Henry Cole, the inaugurator 
and first director of the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum in 
London, England. 

While no authenticated 
“first” American Christmas 
card has been discovered, some 
historians believe that R. H. 
Peace, a lithographer of 
Albany, New York may have 
pioneered the first American 
Yuletide greeting which he 
lithographed about 1845, The 
card included a “commercial” 
by extending a “Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year” 
from “Peace’s Great Variety 
Store—in The Temple of 
Fancy.” 

Prang, a skilled printer from 
Germany, arrived in Boston in 
1850 and opened a small litho- 
graphing shop where he spe- 
cialized in delicately - tinted 
flower prints. 

By 1870, he was well estab- 
lished in Roxbury, Mass., 
where his reproductions of oil 
paintings were so finely exe- 
cuted that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in com- 
petition with leading pub- 
lishers there, 

A woman employee in his 
London office suggested that 
he print ‘Merry Christmas” 
on some of his floral prints. By 
1874, he had developed a good 
British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to 
offer his cards to the Ameri- 
can public in 1875. 


There Was Talk 
About Yule Toast 


“Who sent the first Christ- 
mas card?” is a question for 
which, it seems likely, a com- 
letely accurate and satisfac- 
tory answer may never be 
found, Probably, the earliest 
cards were “do-it-yourself” 
projects — handwritten holi- 
day greetings on hand-deco- 
rated notepaper. 

Popular claimant for ‘first 
Christmas card” honors is the 
Cole-Horsley card, designed in 
Britain in 1843 by John Calcott 
Horsley, an artist, for Sir 
Henry Cole, director of the 


Victoria and Albert Museum. 
Since the card showed a 
family group toasting the hol- 


.iday with glasses of wine, the 


card supposedly stirred criti- 
cism by temperance adherents 
— even though the card also 
depicted “clothing the needy” 
and “feeding the hungry.” 
However, another story has it 
that Sir Henry gained his 
knighthood as the result of 
the acclaim he received for 
sending the first Christmas 


card. 


Bells, Bells 


Through the ages, 
bells have served many 
purposes — announcing 
the approach of vehi- 
cles, for instance, or sig- 
naling the beginning of 
curfew, Early associated 
with churches, by medi- 
eval times the peuling 
of the bells had come 
to signify the rejoicing 
of the Christmas season 

An early custom was 
the tolling of church 
bells on Christmas Eve, 
during the hour before 
midnight, The tolling 
unnounced the death of 
Satan, und at midnight 
joyous peuals told of the 
birth of Christ, 

In England, where 
bell-ringing is an hon- 
ored, family-taught urt, 
the tuneful bells ring 
Out at seven-thirty on 
Christmas morning, 

It takes years of train- 
ing and practice to learn 
the ringing of complex 
“changes,” as the differ- 
ent chants and tonal 
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combinations are called,

Cards Came 
Late in Yule 
‘Traditions 


Many of today’s Christmas 
traditions began somewhere 
in the dim past, but the prac- 
tice of exchanging greeting 
cards is just a little over a cen- 
tury old. 

In 1848 William Maw Egley, 
a “starving” young English 
artist, came up with the idea 
of designing a Christmas card 
and reproducing it on pieces 
of pasteboard for the public to 
buy. 

Egley’s card showed a fam- 
ily Christmas dinner, formal 3 
dance, skating, carolers, alms- 
giving, a Punch and Judy show 
and other aspects of a cele- 
bration resembling the one in 
Charles Dickens’ “The Christ- 
mas Carol,” published a few 
years previously. Unfortunate- 
ly, Egley’s friends were not en- 
thusiastic about his idea 
New Year's Apology 

The “daddy” of all holiday 
cards was designed and etch- 
ed in 1812 by J. A, Boerner, 
a young Londoner, who wanted 
to apologize to friends for his 
failure to pay a New Year's 
Day vitit. Mr. Boerner’s card 
made it clear he was tied to his 
home by depicting him with 
his coat caught in the locked 
doorway of his house, 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English “missionary” of 
culture, hit upon the idea of 
sending out little missives at 
Christmas, John Calcott Hors- 
ley of the Royal Academy, fa- 
mous for his campaign against 
nude art, designed the cards 
and Sir Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends. 

It wasn’t until the early 
1860's that cards were issued 
for general distribution by a 
large English publishing com- 
pany.
